TEAM NOTES AGAINST TORONTO FC 

• New England leads the all-time, regular-season series between the two clubs, 4-2-5 
... the Revs have never beaten Toronto FC on the road, going 0-2-3 at BMO Field 

• Saturday match will be the first of two meetings in 2012, with a second match sched¬ 
uled for July 14 at Gillette Stadium 

• Last season, the teams split the regular-season series with a pair of draws: a score¬ 
less finish on June 15 and a 2-2 result in the season finale on Oct. 22, at BMO Field 

• New England and Toronto have met just 11 times in the overall MLS regular-season 
series since TFC entered the league as an expansion team in 2007 

• The Revs have out-scored TFC, 20-12, in their 11 previous meetings ... the Revs 
have shut out Toronto three times, while TFC has held New England scoreless two of 
the last three meetings. 

• The Revolution has had trouble closing out all five matches it has played at BMO 
Field ... the Revs have conceded second-half goals in 2008, 2009 and 2011 to come 
away with draws ... in 2009 and 2010, the Revs surrendered second-half goals to 
finish with losses 

• The second half of NE-TFC games have been especially high-scoring ... the Revs 
have tallied 11 of their 20 goals against Toronto in the second half, while Toronto has 
scored eight of its 12 goals against New England in the second stanza 

• The Revolution and TFC have never met outside the MLS regular season 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST TORONTO FC 

• Shalrie Joseph is the Revolution’s current leading scorer against Toronto with two 
goals and added two assists in 11 appearances ... he is the only Revs player to 
appear in all 11 previous meetings, starting 10 of those games 

• Sainey Nyassi has also scored one goal and added one assist in six appearances 
against the Reds 

• Benny Feilhaber has two career assists in one appearance against TFC ... Feilhaber 
assisted on both Revolution goals on Oct. 22,2011 

• Chris Tierney first two career assists were recorded against Toronto FC at BMO Field 
on Aug. 23, 2008 and May 23, 2009 

• Matt Reis is 3-1-3 with 1.00 goals against average and three shutouts in seven 
career appearances against Toronto FC 

• Bobby Shuttleworth made the start in last year’s season-finale on Oct. 22, making 
three saves in the 2-2 draw

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MISCELLANEOUS TEAM NOTES 


UNFAMILIAR TRAVELS 

The Revs' trip to Toronto is their only MLS road trip in a seven-week span that began the 
final week of May ... between May 27 and July 14, the Revs have five home games on the 
schedule and one lone road match - this weekend's trip to Toronto. 

REVERSING ROAD WOES? 

Saturday's match presents the Revolution with an opportunity to break out of its recent road 
woes ... the Revs are 1-6-0 on the road this season, with the team's lone win coming on 
March 31 - a 3-1 win at LA... the Revs are winless in their last four road games (0-4-0). 

REVS TAKE ON PAUL MARINER’S REDS 

The Revs' first-year head coach Jay Heaps will see a familiar face on the sideline on Saturday 
when the Revs face Toronto FC as the Reds will be led by newly-appointed head coach Paul 
Mariner... Mariner, who was an assistant coach with the Revs from 2004 to 2009, was named 
the head coach of TFC on June 7 and will make his home debut at BMO Field on Saturday. 

TIME FOR A FIRST AT BMO FIELD? 

Despite posting an undefeated 4-0-2 record all-time at home against Toronto, the Revs have 
never won a game on the road against the Reds ... New England is 0-2-3 at BMO Field since 
the stadium opened in 2007 ... BMO Field is one of two current MLS stadiums at which the 
Revolution has gone winless (minimum of five games played)... the Revs are also 0-2-3 at 
Colorado’s Dick's Sporting Goods Park. 

LATE-GAME HEROICS AT TFC 

The Revs are 0-2-3 in five matches played at BMO Field ... in each of the five games played 
in Toronto, the Revs have conceded costly second-half goals ... the Revs picked up draws at 
BMO Field in 2008, 2009 and 2011 following second-half Toronto goals ... in 2009 and 2010, 
the Revs surrendered second-half goals to lose the matches. 

A TALE OF TWO TEAMS 

Any observer can see the Revs are a different team from the one that took the field a year 
ago, and it stems from new head coach Jay Heaps’ attacking mantra ... a look at the team 
comparisons from the 2011 squad and the 2012 squad - through 14 games - tells the story a 
team this year that attacks, pushes the game and goes all out:

REVS REMAIN TOP 10 IN GOALS PER GAME 

Despite the 0-0 score line last Saturday against Columbus, the Revs are tied for eighth (with 
Chicago and Houston) in MLS in goals per game (1.29)... Saturday’s match marked the fifth 
time this season the team was shut out, but it was the first time since April 28 - a span of 
seven matches ... following the team’s last shutout, the Revs responded with a six-game goal¬ 
scoring streak - including five multiple-goal games. 

REIS SHUTS THE DOOR AGAIN 

Matt Reis posted his second consecutive shutout in last Saturday’s match, extending his 
shutout streak to 209 minutes spanning three games ... his current streak dates back to the 
62nd minute on May 26 at D.C. United ... Saturday’s shutout was the 66th shutout of Reis' 
career, and his third of the season ... this is the 13th time that Reis has recorded back-to-back 
shutouts in his 15-year MLS career. 

RESERVES RETURN TO ACTION 

The Revolution reserves (2-2-1, 7 pts.) return to action on Saturday against the Toronto FC 
reserves (1-3-1,4 pts.), immediately following the first-team match ... the Revolution reserves 
captured a 1-0 win against the Columbus reserves on Sunday morning and now sit second in 
the Eastern Division of the Reserve League, tied with Montreal, with seven points ... Colum¬ 
bus is the current divisional leader with 12 points. 


A LITTLE BIT OF LINEUP STABILITY 

Jay Heaps’ lineup on Saturday against Columbus was identical to the lineup he put out in the 
June 2 game against Chicago, marking just the second time this season that Heaps used the 
same starting lineup in consecutive games ... Heaps also used the same starting 11 on May 
19 against Houston and May 26 at D.C. 

IT’S BEEN AWHILE SINCE A SCORELESS DRAW 

Saturday's 0-0 final against Columbus was the Revs' first scoreless draw of the season ... it 
was also the team’s first scoreless draw in 32 MLS matches, dating back to June 15, 2011 ... 
that match was against this Saturday’s opponent - Toronto FC. 

COMEBACK CLYDE? 

In last Sunday’s reserve game against Columbus, Clyde Simms started and played 23 min¬ 
utes ... it was his first game action since May 12 when he picked up an ankle injury ... Simms 
has missed the last four MLS matches while recovering from left ankle tendonitis, but has 
been listed as questionable on the team’s last two injury reports ... before his injury, Simms 
started each of the team’s first 10 games and played all but 22 minutes, recording one assist 
in 878 minutes at central midfield. 

JUNE UNBEATEN STREAK 

After losing 2-1 at D.C. to close May, the Revs have a modest two-game unbeaten streak 
(1-0-1) in June ... the Revs opened the month with a 2-0 win over Chicago (June 2), before 
the 0-0 draw last Saturday against Columbus ... this is the third two-game unbeaten streak of 
the season and ties the season-high ... the team earned back-to-back wins in March against 
Portland and LA, and also had a 1 -0-1 stretch from May 12 to May 19 against Vancouver and 
Houston, respectively. 

PICKING UP POINTS IN THE EAST 

With a draw against Columbus last Saturday, the Revs have recorded points in consecutive 
matches against Eastern Conference foes after going 0-3-0 against Eastern teams to start the 
year... following last weekend’s draw, the Revs are 1-4-2 in conference play this year... 10 of 
the Revs’ next 11 games scheduled against Eastern Conference teams.. 

ROWE NOSE FOR GOAL 

In 11 appearances, 14 of Kelyn Rowe's 19 shots-a league-leading 73.7 percent-have been 
on goal... the rookie midfielder leads Toronto's Danny Koevermans (69.6 percent) who is 
second place by four percentage points, and Vancouver's Senastien Le Toux (63.2) who is in 
third place, by more than 10 percentage points. 

ROWE MAKING THE MOST OF SUBSTITUTE APPEARANCES 

Kelyn Rowe has made three consecutive substitute appearances for the Revs after starting 
the first eight matches of the year... said head coach Jay Heaps after Saturday's game 
against Columbus: “I think that there’ll be a time when (Kelyn Rowe will) start; they'll be a 
time when he comes off the bench. I think that we just want to keep it fresh. Kelyn is a player 
we want to continue to get better. He's a rookie; he's only 20 years old and he’s a good little 
player.” 

REIS RACKING UP GAMES PLAYED 

Matt Reis has started all 14 games for the Revs this season and is tied with six other goal¬ 
keepers for the league lead for games played in goal... Reis started 27 games last season 
but missed the final three games of the campaign with an injury before returning to the starting 
lineup in the season opener March 10 this year. 

BACKLINE CONSISTENCY CONTINUES 

The backline lineup of Chris Tierney (left back), A.J. Soares and Stephen McCarthy (center 
backs) and Kevin Alston (right back) has remained the same in each of the last five games, 
dating back to May 12 against Vancouver... Soares - the only defensive player to have 
started each of the team’s 14 games this season - has seen familiar faces on defense as 
Tierney and Alston have missed just one game while McCarthy has 12 starts. 

REIS CONTINUES TO ADD TO CLUB SHUTOUT LEAD 

Matt Reis recorded his third shutout of the 2012 season against Columbus on Saturday, 
pushing his career total to 67 shutouts ... he has recorded a club-record 58 shutouts with 
the Revolution ... Reis sits in fifth place on the MLS career shutouts list, and is nine back of 
fourth-place Zach Thornton (76). 

SOARES/McCARTHY DUO: 11 STARTS AND COUNTING 

On June 16 against Columbus, center backs A.J. Soares and Stephen McCarthy started 
their 11th game paired together... it was also their fifth consecutive start together since May 
12 against Vancouver after McCarthy returned from a one-game respite at Real Salt Lake 
... Soares made his debut at left back in the season opener at San Jose because of Chris 
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Tierney's suspension, but has been the starting center back in each of the last 13 games, 11 of 
which have been starts next to McCarthy. 

NEARLY A THOUSAND MINUTES AT CENTER BACK 

Stephen McCarthy has now played 999 minutes in his 12 starts at center back this season, 
one year removed from his rookie campaign as a central midfielder... McCarthy was converted 
to central defense by head coach Jay Heaps during preseason this year ... in 2011, McCarthy 
made 21 appearances - including 18 starts - in the central midfield before making the switch 
to a completely new position in the offseason. 

TEAM SHOTS ON GOAL LEAD EXPANDS 

Although the Revs did not score last Saturday, the team put six shots were on target and now 
have an MLS-leading 84 shots on goal, increasing their lead to eight shots more than Chicago 
and D.C. United (76), who have played 14 and 16 matches respectively ... the Revs took only 
one shot on goal in the season-opener on March 10, but have recorded at least five shots 
on goal in each of the last 13 matches - including a season-high nine shots on goal at LA on 
March 31. 

REVS SECOND IN FOULS SUFFERED 

The Revs suffered 15 fouls in the 0-0 draw against Columbus and now have suffered 204 
fouls in 14 games (14.6 per game)... New England is ranked second in MLS - behind Dallas 
(234 fouls, 16 games, 14.6 per game) - in fouls suffered ... the club has suffered at least 14 
fouls in each of the team's last six games and have committed more fouls than its opponents 
just once this year: the May 12 match against Vancouver. 

BENNY SUFFERING PLENTY OF FOULS 

Benny Feilhaber is ranked third in MLS with 32 fouls suffered in 11 appearances this year, 
six fouls fewer than league-leader Fredy Montero of Seattle (38 fouls suffered, 14 games)... 
when comparing the averages among the league's top 10 in the category, however, Feilhaber 
has suffered a league-high 2.91 fouls per game, leading Montero (2.71) and Montreal's Davy 
Arnaud (2.64) in per-game marks. 

BENNY’S A MIDFIELDER ON THE MOVE 

Since returning to the starting lineup on May 2 following an ankle injury he suffered on March 
17 in Kansas City, Benny Feilhaber has been slotted all around the midfield ... Feilhaber 
started at left midfield on May 2 against Colorado, and then made three consecutive starts at 
right midfield - at Real Salt Lake, against Vancouver and against Houston - before starting in 
the central midfield in the last two games. 

CARDENAS GETS THE NOD ON THE RIGHT AGAIN 

Fernando Cardenas made second consecutive start at right midfield against Columbus last 
Saturday, marking his third start on the right wing ... the appearance also marked the seventh 
consecutive game in which Cardenas appeared, dating back to May 2 against Colorado ... in 
that span, Cardenas has made three starts, three substitute appearances at right midfield and 
one substitute appearance at left midfield. 

NYASSI MAKING STRIDES WITH RESERVES 

Sainey Nyassi scored the game-winning goal in a substitute appearance during Sunday’s 
Reserve League match against Columbus ... the 40-minute substitute appearance marked 
his second match with the reserves this season as he recovers from a hamstring injury that 
has kept him out of the first-team lineup all year... Nyassi was placed on the Disabled List 
on March 7 with a right hamstring strain that he picked up in a preseason scrimmage against 
Boston College on Feb. 10 ... Nyassi made 21 appearances in 2011 after starting 27 of 28 
games in 2010. 

SENE STILL STANDS AMONG LEAGUE LEADERS 

Saer Sene has gone scoreless in the last two games, but his seven goals in 13 appearances 
this year still sit tied for fourth in MLS in goals, tied with D.C.'s Maicon Santos and RSL’s 
Alvaro Saborio ... San Jose's Chris Wondolowski is the league’s goal-scoring leader with 12. 

SAER THIS YEAR 

With seven goals this season, Saer Sene has emerged as the team's leading scorer despite 
his newcomer status ... in 13 appearances, Sene has already passed 2010's season goal 
leader, Marko Perovic, and is challenging the team’s other recent individual season goal-scor¬ 
ing highs ... since 2007, no Revolution player has scored more than eight goals in a season.

While several players have played multiple positions so far this season, two positions - left 
midfield and left back - have been locked down by Lee Nguyen and Chris Tierney, respectively 
... since the second game of the season and in all but one contest since then, those two play¬ 
ers have played in line down the left side ... while neither player was among the starters in the 
season opener at San Jose on March 10 (Tierney serving a suspension from the 2011 season 
finale and Nguyen coming on as a sub at withdrawn forward), Nguyen got a break from the 
starting lineup on May 2, but came on as a substitute later in the game. 

HIGH PRAISE FROM THE GUY BEHIND HIM 

Chris Tierney has seen a lot of Lee Nguyen in front of him this season and following the June 
2 match against Colorado, Tierney tweeted the following of his left-side partner: “played with 
a lot of wingers over my time in NE but i must say @LeeNguyen24 can do things that none of 
the others can. lets keep rollin kid” - @christierney8 

SENE/MORENO STRIKER PARTERNSHIP MAKES FIFTH START TOGETHER 

Jose Moreno has now made two consecutive starts - and five total this season - alongside 
Saer Sene after Moreno returned to the lineup on June 2 and made his first start since May 
2 after missing four games with an injury... so far this season, five different players have 
earned starts at forward: Blake Brettscheider, Fernando Cardenas, Ryan Guy, Moreno and 
Sene ... Jay Heaps has used a two-striker formation in 12 of the 14 games this season with the 
partnerships below:

JAY HEAPS FACTS & FIGURES 

Jay Heaps, 35, is the sixth head coach in club history, and is also the second-youngest active 
coach in MLS (behind D.C. United’s Ben Olsen)... Heaps had a nine-year playing career in 
MLS, first with the Miami Fusion beginning in 1999 - when he was drafted second overall in the 
MLS College Draft before earning MLS Rookie of the Year honors that season - through June 
2001 ... he was traded to his hometown club, New England, in June 2001 where he concluded 
his career before retiring following the 2009 season ... Heaps is second all-time in minutes 
(21,619) appearances (243) and starts (238). 

BOBBY AT THE READY... 

Revolution goalkeeper Bobby Shuttleworth has yet to see the field in 2012, but has been Matt 
Reis’ primary back-up in each of the team's 14 games this season ... last season, Shuttleworth 
stepped in and played seven games - including the final three - when Reis was unavailable, 
and last led the club to a 2-2 draw in the 2011 season finale at Toronto. 

... AND MURRAY OUT 4-6 WEEKS 

Revolution goalkeeper Tim Murray underwent a medial meniscectomy on his left knee on 
Thursday, May 31, and is expected to miss 4-6 additional weeks while rehabilitating the 
injury ... head team physician Dr. Scott Martin performed the surgery at Faulkner Hospital in 
Jamaica Plain, Mass.... Murray has yet to make a first-team or reserve appearance this year.

The Revs' standout goalkeeper is widely considered one of the league’s top 'keepers ... in his 
ninth season as the team’s primary netminder, but missed a large portions of the 2010 and 

2011 seasons while recovering from various surgeries (shoulder, knee, ankle) and injuries ... 
re-signed with the Revolution in the 2011-12 off-season ... holds every New England career 
goalkeeping record, including games played in goal (229), games started in goal (228), min¬ 
utes played in goal (20,352), goals against average (1.32), wins (85), saves (913), shutouts 
(58) and save percentage (.723)... recorded his 1,000th career save in a 1-0 shutout in the 

2012 home opener against Portland on March 24, 2012 and his 100th career win on May 
2, 2012 against Colorado ... became the first goalkeeper in Revolution history to start 150 
matches for the club in the 2009 season opener against San Jose, while he became the sev¬ 
enth goalkeeper in MLS history to record 60 career shutouts with a 0-0 draw against Colorado 
on May 7, 2011 ... recorded his 50th shutout as a member of the Revolution on Aug. 14, 2010, 
with a 1-0 victory over Houston ... established a new club record shutout streak by going 386
